AAUW NEW SCHOLAR-IN RESIDENCE- 
AWARDS 

Colleges and universities may 
apply for funding for a new 
University Scholar-in 
Residence awards to support a 
woman scholar to disseminate 
research on gender and equity 
for women and girls. Funds may 
be used to either bring a 
qualified scholar to the 
university or designate a 
current individual to 
undertake the project. 
Projects might address the 
higher education experience of 
women including topics of 
institutional culture, 
transition to work, 
technology/distance learning, 
mentoring in non-traditional 
fields, persistence and 
diversity. Full-time stipend 
will not exceed $50,000 for a 
one-year project or $100,00 
for a two-year project. 
Proposals must include both 
research activities on gender 
and equity and dissemination 
of findings. The scholar will 
‘be expected to spend time in 
Washington;, but formal 
residence is not required.
